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MEMORANDUM FORs £ ^ 

Subject : RIA, TATSUMI Eiichi 



1. The attached RIA on TATSUMI Eiichi reflects a philosophy with 
which I an reluctant to associate myself. While I am an ardent supporter 
of the idea of thorough investigation of all persons with whom CIA is in 
any operational contact, I believe that it i3 our duty as desk officers to 
support the field while at the same time providing CI/OA with all the facts 
available omitting irrelevant material. 

2. In the case at hand, for example, in the relation cited in the 
TATSUMI, FURUTA, KASHIMA situation the facts should be placed in their 
proper perspective. CIA had begged, pleaded, and cajoled FURUTA into under- 
taking operations against the ChiComs. After months of effort on the part 
of CIA, FURUYA finally came up with a suggestion which it developed had 
originated or been sponsored or suggested by TATSUMI, who, it must be 
remembered, bad been a CRC advisor long prior to FURUYA 1 3 association with 
CRC. It took CIA some time to marshal its information re KASHIMA and the 
proposed operation and the debunking process was comparatively slow In 
getting started. FURUYA' s reluctance to cancel the plan came os much if 
not more from (1) our incessant pushing for Joint ops in China, (2) our 
slowness to provide him with any information, and (3) his pride in cooing 

up with any possible joint ops idea, than it did for any high esteem we might 
hold for TATSUMI. On the other hand, a person of TATSUMI' s background (all 
things considered) of necessity stands high in the eyes of a person new in 
intelligence as opposed to the police field, particularly when in FURUYA' s 
eyes CIA had yet to be proven. Therefore, I cannot attach too much importance 
to the story as told in this memo. 

3. The rule I see for this Branch vis-a-vis CI/OA in seeking OA'3 at 
the field request is one of providing the expertise that CI/OA lacks. We 
should be in a position to at least judge the pertinence of all info at 

hand and should be able to ‘jay to CI/OA that we have judged from the available 
info that a subject is or is not appropriate. We should not simply present 
the problem to CI/OA and leave the entire judgment up to them. They can 
never have sufficient expert staff to provide this function on a world-wide 
basis and we have to perform a role for them as we do for the field. In 
this case, I believe, we should say In conclusion, not that more study 
should be done (CI/OA will naturally do that), but rather despite all the 
information supplied we believe TATSUMI should or should not be approved or 
approved with reservations such as continuing field surveillance of his 
relations with certain suspect Chinese. It is, furthermore, up to us, I 
believe, to weigh TATSUMI's value to CIA against the possible risk involved 
and let CI/OA know what we think. 

4. Another point of concern to me is the necessity of carefully 
considering, in each individual case, the use of a person for whom an OA is 
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sought. If we request approval for a person vhom ve Intend to use as a PA 
then every shred of information we can gamer becomes important. If, on the 
other hand, we believe tliat a nerson may beoome cognisant of a relationship 
between his agency and CIA Hi3 a ease in point) then we can afford 

to be far more lenient. Ve should Consciously think every time we make a 
reouest for an OA just what the subject of that request will do for CIA, 
whether he fits into the relationship of an agency or an operation. I have 
seen no information which would indicate that we contemplate a direct 
relation with TATSUMI nor anything going beyond a Cl approval of an 
existing situation. Hence TATSUMI’s relations, real or only suggested, do 
not seen to me to caryy the weight assigned them in this memorandum. 

Isn't it Just barely possible that TATSUMI's relations with certain Chinese 
were ViUoughby directed and continued by Rinalducci - do our files reflect 
only what is stated in this memorandum on this relationship? Have we 
attempted to find more? Should we make such an attempt? 

5. Finally I would like to record a warning relative to the credence 
which can be placed in information supplied fcby the 441st CIC Det. This C1C 
Det., and I speak from 10 years of experience, reported almost everything it 
heard on almost any subject. One result is thc-t, in my opinion, we should 
examine carefully any report from this source and be as sure as possible of 
the context from which the report stems before associating ourselves too 
closely with it. In this TATSUMI case I feel confident we could possibly 
o btain from other G— 2/)T!!C files a mass of evidence to show that General 
TATSUMI is probably one of the best, safest, most qualified persons in 
Japan today for CIA use. I say "possibly obtain” only because such files 
are in the custody of Lt. Col. Rinalducci and not in the regular G-2 files. 

6. I cannot approve this RIA in its present fora.

«s derogatory* ^ 

At fc-» end of t be war, Subject, Cotaswjder of the rrdrd Division in Central 
China, ha4 been transferred to Shanghai. In order to avoid being held In China, 
be agreed to direct a network of Japanese who would provide intelligence to the 
Chinese Nationalists, and then recruited SCI Akio . 1 Ba de r tho auspices of the 
Second Section of the Ministry of National Defense, two "antd.-Soviot” group* 
were formed, one heeded by DOI to work fron headquarters at Shanghai, and the 
other headed by TATSUXl to work in Japan m.-lor the Chinese Mission in Tokyo. 2 
Under these arrsasacente, TAT30I2 van repatriated about June 1946, and the 
following October contacted WA'£3 '-Aav-oh’ang who is said to have just joined the 
Chinese alsslan in Tokyo,* 

While fATSOiH was ecployod b 7 the 2nd Dspartaent of the CldUat Ministry of 
Rational Defenaa in Tokyo, £01, his oountazpart, .»aded the Japanese Section of 
the Shanghai Branch of the International r-robleae ftesearoh Institute, This 
organisation, established by WANG Faag-sheng, had boon incorporated into the 
2 nd Department of the after iSj varA 

In 1946 , the suae year V A .1 was repatriated and began con tooting the 
Chinese Mission, :sum liatj-kuan, Secretary of t;» International Problsae Research 
Institute under WA3Q Ftong-sheng, was, on WASG’a recawendation, (tssigasd ^8 a& 
intelligence officer to the Cninese His 3 ion, IbJcyo.* 

Meanwhile DOI was apparently closely ecaodated with VAS& Peng-sheng, having 
been described as “living luxuriously* with -.'AMO In 'inking in 1947.® 

When TAJSOfU arrived in Japan in 1946, o be^an to cake contacts with a 
nuabor of Japanese who, before his deperturo from China, had been reooawoaded to 
his* by DOI oa intelligence prospects. teoeg tho«* iMSvtduols were Saboro, 

fcOTAHl etmo. SI3KI>31.U Toehlo, O30GCHT tiiroso (C SITISAJQ Suaoari, XA3S 

Chute (C JD), and BWUOSB Sin , 7 Working for the 2nd Sept, iOT through the 
Chinese Mission, ho was probably also in touch with MS&ti ilan-kuan.®

Hat is 1952 TA7SOET was still in close touch with DOI who was still visiting 
tbs Chinese Sebaaay, and who apv'oared to be supporting ' the activities of a 
so-called "Third Force 5 * gronp led by U and C>3S C-rtasg-fo, head of tbs 

Chinese Dessosratic Alliance."* DOI also appears to have participated in faznoesa 
operations of the Japan branch of VAIIO Peng-abeng's Intarnatioml Affairs Sesoaroh 
Institute, the Par Eastern Affairs Meaoarch Institute.™ 

V/bat is significant in the above data Is the background of the Chinese 
"Nationalists" with whoa TVTSUI-M and JXI were cooperating. After dls death, 

UABG Psng-sheag was reported to have been a eooRonist.^C HSIdS San-fcuan, 

Secretary of WAI^Q’s Institute, who was employed at the Chinese wi salon as an 
Intelligence officer hod & long bac k groun d of Casramist activity, and was 
finally released Cron tbs Chinese .Hi real on for leftist activities. HSIKB who 
bed boon giving direction to tbs far Eastern Affairs Hesearoh Society at lnast 
as early as 1919, joined the oryjanisa felon officially when it had beco oe Jocan 
3ntcrpria«s.** 301 was liaising with Josan through KV.KH Jcn-sben, ?i5»I£H*a 
subordinate, and Iwlisvsd to be the coammist KAU Vbn-rsng.^ (The foraosan 
Activities of Jonan Sat orprises were directed by K3ISE' Uan~!mon u’v> was leader 
in Jarett of -,he Peiping sponrored Taiwan De»ocratic league.
